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The Record and Some Questions 


Gov. Herman Eugene Talmadge, 37, has 
qualified as a candidate to succeed him- 


self in the Democratic primary, June 28. 


He points to his record and calls it 
the most progressive record over a simi- 
lar period of time in Georgia history. 

From the «dministrative standpoint 
candor compels the admission he has done 
a fine administrative job. He has spent 
more on schools, in that period, than any 
other Governor.

_ if someone modestly would mention the name of 
Publius Virgilius Maro, a Reman poet who died 19 B. C. and who 
was the first man to write intelligently and poetically of farming. 

He was ordered to address himself to the farmers of great 
Rome “by the Emperor Augustus who saw about him the sad 
decline of Roman agriculture. It was an order happily received 
beyond any question. Virgil was himself the son of a small 
farmer and beekeeper and managed his own estates with care and 
skill. His patron, Macenas, friend of Augustus, also was a farmer. 
The result was a poem called “The Georgics.” Latin scholars say 
it is the finest poetry written by any person in any language. 
At any rate, his enthusiasm for the subject, treated in four sections 
of his Georgics, is inescapable. (The name “George” is from a 
Latin root meaning’husbandman or tiller of the soil.) 

Also inescapable is the fact that the Romans had learned much 
about farming. They did things without knowing the exact “why,” 
even as the American Indians had learned facts about breeding 
and growing corn or maize which were to enable the early colon- 
ists to survive. This knowledge of agriculture was lost in the 
decline of the Empire and the resultant dark ages which settled 
over Europe when almost all knowledge was hidden and the flame 
of knowledge burned low. 


Lupine noted the alternative planting of Winter peas and row 
crops, or of grain. Consequently, in the very first book of his 
poem we find him writing: 


“And with alternate fallow rest the field 

Late by the sickle of its harvest shorn; 

Or changed the crop, let. the yellow grain preside 
Where late the rattling pod of the joyful pulse, 
Or the small seed of vetches, or the stalks 

And sounding stems of bitter lupine shook. .. .” 

There you have it. He was telling the Roman farmers either 
to let the land lie fallow on alternate years or to change the 
crops and let grain be planted where before had been the rattling 
pods of Winter peas or vetch or bitter—or blue—lupine. 


Sweet The blue, or bitter, lupine puts more nitrogen into the 

soil than any other plant. Stock will not eat it. There 
is, however, a sweet lupine which can be grazed and then plowed 
under. It is a development of Germany and was just beginning to 
be introduced into this country before the war. 

Virgil wrote, well before Christ, of inoculating seed, of the need 
for careful seed selection and of various other techniques good for 
farming and for raising cattle. He pointed out what might be 
done in repairing harness, sharpening tools and cleaning barns on 
rainy days. He produced what is a very real masterpiece. I like 
to pick it up and read it in moments when escape-reading seems 
in order. 

At any rate, I hope the program chairman in Dooly County 
finds time to pay a modest tribute to Virgilius Maro. After all, he 
was writing about the value of blue lupine almost 2,000 years ago. 
We can’t take all the credit.

Mauricio Nabuco, the Brazilian Ambassador who will be the fea- 
tured attraction at the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce’s Pan Américan 
Day celebration tomorrow, is one of those genealogical rarities, the 


great son of a great man. 


His father, Joaquim Nabuco, led the fight for the abolition of slavery 


in Brazil and was his country’s first ambassador to the United States. 


As a sort of 


combination Abe Lincoln and Ben Franklin, he is naturally one: of the top Brazilian 


heroes. 


His son gave me, one day early last year when I knocked, unexpected, on the door 
of the Brazilian Embassy in Washington, letters to three of his Rio friends. They were 
more than I needed. The first two were so gracious and solicitous, 1 never got around 


to delivering the third. 


I carried .it, limp and dog-eared, ‘in my pocket the whole time I was in Brazil. My 
Portuguese being what it was—and is—I never got around to translating it. For all I 


knew it may have said simply: “This man appears questionable. 


I would not cash his 


checks.” But I put my faith in the good neighbor policy and relied on it tothe utmost. 
Whenever difficulty arose, whether with over-zealous health inspectors at Belem or 
never-give-a-sucker-a-break Lotacao operators on Copacabana, I’d whip.out my official- 
looking letter on the seal-embossed stationery of the Brazilian Foreign Office and. the 
argument would immediately be resolved in my favor. The average South American; 
like the average North American, is a pushover for “Diplomaticos.” 


The letter was signed, as I recall, with a flourishing “M. Nabuco.” I often wondered, 
as | watched it work its magic, how many of those on whom I flashed it made conces- 
sions under the misapprehension that it was handed me by the revered patriot the cen- 
tennial of whose birth the country even then was celebrating. | 


At any rate, I am obligated and grateful to His Excellency Mauricio Nabuco, under 


whose charitable auspices I made myself at home in Brazil. 


I trust he will not hesi- 


tate to call me if I can be of any help with the city or county authorities. 
But I couldn’t do him much good with Herman.
